MINUTES 

MASSACHUSETTS  AFL-CIO  COUNCIL 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

DECEMBER  19,  1985 

PARK  PLAZA  HOTEL  -  STANBRO  ROOM 


Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  President  Bruce  Ferin. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  November  Council  meeting.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  welcomed  V.P.  Bill  Foley  back,  after  his  recent  illness. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Osborn  outlined  his  activities  over  the  past  month. 

-  Talked  at  the  North  Shore  Health  Planning  Council 

-  Participated  in  the  Fair  Share  Ten  Year  Anniversary 

-  Participated  in  the  MASScosh  Ten  Year  Anniversary 

-  Attended  the  Lawrence-Haverhill  Central  Labor  Council's  swearing  in  of 
officers 

-  Attended  retirement  party  for  T.  Troy 

-  Met  with  Governor  and  John  Sasso  on  present  day  problems  and  upcoming 
Democratic  State  Convention.   Since  Governor  has  been  so  supportive  of  our  efforts,  we 
plan  to  push  for  his  nomination,  but  he  will  be  the  only  person  at  this  time  —  we  plan 
to  stay  out  of  all  other  nominations. 

-  Went  to  Washington,  D.C.  and  met  with  Congressional  delegation  on  the 
shipyard  situation.   Outcome  was  a  30-day  study  will  be  made  of  the  situation. 

-  Spoke  with  John  Perkins,  National  C.O.P.E.,  re:  problem  on  type  of  budget  we 
will  have. 

-  Attended  Boston  C.L.C.  meeting  —  Brian  Lang  of  UFCW  616  spoke  of  their  labor 
problems  —  their  plant  will  be  sold  to  a  mid -west  firm  and  loss  of  jobs  will  be  great 
to  union  members . 

-  Went  to  Canton  with  V.P.  Dick  Piccuito  on  the  labor  problems  of  the  Rubber 
Workers  at  Plymouth  Rubber  Co.   They  are  in  midst  of  a  15-week  strike.   A  letter  asking 
for  support  of  these  people  was  sent  out  to  all  locals  —  donations  requested . 

Questions  followed  on  this  strike  —  whether  or  not  it  was  sanctioned  by  the 
International.   Pres.  Osborn  advised  it  was  an  authorized  strike. 

Pres.  Osborn  spoke  on  the  goals  met  at  the  state  house  over  the  past  year: 

-  Minimum  wage  bill  passed  last  night 


-  Elevator  bill  on  Governor's  desk 

-  Linesman's  bill  also  on  the  Governor's  desk 

-  Workers  Compensation  Reform  bill  passed  and  other  bills  also. 

(Pres.  Osborn  explained  there  will  be  some  positions  available  in  this  area 
and  urged  anyone  who  feels  they  are  qualified  to  contact  him.) 

-  Prevailing  Wage  -  very  significant  victory. 

-  Generic  Drug  bill  -  Pres.  Osborn  explained  he  had  successfully  lobbied  for 
this  back  in  1970  —  now  it  has  been  amended  positively  and  put  through  and  although 
MASSPIRG  is  taking  the  bows,  Labor  had  made  the  initial  efforts  on  this  bill. 

-  Success  on  the  racing  bill  discussed. 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  everyone  for  their  help  over  the  past  year.   He  said  next  year 
Labor  Education  in  the  public  schools  will  be  a  priority. 

Pres.  Osborn  outlined  some  future  endeavors: 

A  seminar  on  the  subject  on  labor  education  in  the  schools  will  be  held  on  January 
11th. 

A  seminar  on  Workers  Comp.  will  be  held  on  January  23  in  conjunction  with  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.   Pres.  Osborn  said  he  will  reach  out  to  the  Central  Labor 
Councils  on  this. 

A  seminar  on  "The  Changing  Situation  of  Workers  and  Their  Unions"  will  be  held  on 
February  4th  and  5th.   Key  speaker  on  this  will  be  National  Secretary-Treasurer  Tom 
Donahue . 

Tentative  plans  for  Gompers-Murray-Meany  Seminar  in  May  discussed: 

The  overall  effort  on  the  National  AFL/CIO  documents  will  consist  of: 

-  Two  day  conference  in  Boston 

-  Tour  of  Central  Labor  Councils 

-  Wrap-up  at  Gompers  Murray 

Pres.  Osborn  praised  V.P.  Ceccaroni  for  the  UAW's  program  for  local  leadership  —  a  9 
week  program  that  is  going  over  great. 

V.P.  DeRosa  thanked  the  Council  and  Pres.  Osborn  for  help  on  the  racing  bill. 

MMS  to  accept  both  the  President's  report  and  the  Education  report.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Financial  report  noted . 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  pointed  out  a  few  items  on  the  report: 

-  The  report  reflects  an  unusually  high  disbursement  figure  and  a  low  per  cap 


figure.  He  explained  that  a  large  payment  of  $34,000  went  out  to  the  Park  Plaza  on  the 
convention  activities  —  7  weeks  were  paid  on  Federal  Reserve  taxes  —  and  the  per 
capita  received  did  not  reflect  the  monies  received  after  the  figures  were  posted  for 
the  report.   This  will  all  be  reflected  in  next  month's  report. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month: 

-  Attended  the  AFL/CIO  National  Convention  in  Anaheim,  California,  and 
represented  Pres.  Osborn.   Discussed  the  highlights  of  the  convention: 

1.  Election  of  new  Executive  Council  (4  or  5  openings  available) 

2.  Central  American  resolution 

3.  Resolution  on  making  it  mandatory  for  locals  to  belong  to  state  and 
central  bodies.   Much  discussion  followed  on  this. 

-  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  gave  a  report  on  the  ad  book.   To  date  there  is  $20,000 
committed . 

-  The  Secretary-Treasurer  gave  an  update  on  the  efforts  to  purchase  a  building 
at  44  Temple  Place.  He  advised  that  the  B.R.A.  must  vote  on  our  getting  the  building 
and  he  is  currently  working  on  the  financing  arrangements.   He  explained  this  to  the 
Council  members . 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  at  the  last  Council  meeting  in  November,  when  he  was 
on  vacation,  Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  the  new  leased  cars.   Arrangements  were  made  for 
the  President  to  have  a  van,  which  will  be  a  working  van,  and  this  van  is  being  leased 
at  the  same  cost  as  it  would  be  to  lease  a  full  size  car. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  read  a  report  on  the  Finance  Committee  meeting  which  took  place 
just  prior  to  this  Council  meeting.   Annual  raises  for  officers  and  staff  discussed. 
Other  items,  such  as  changes  on  the  pension  plan  also  discussed. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Finance  Committee  meeting  report.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  read  the  Executive  Officers  meeting  minutes  and  gave  a  brief 
report  and  update  on  partial  plant  closings. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  report.   So  voted. 

One  item  on  the  Executive  officers  report  discussed  —  that  was  the  decision  to 
co-sponsor  seminar  on  alcohol.   Discussion  followed  on  this. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  reminded  the  Council  members  that  a  photographer  would  be  at  the 
meeting  to  take  a  group  picture  of  the  Vice  Presidents  which  will  go  into  a  hard  cover 
book  on  the  History  of  Labor  in  Massachusetts. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  everyone  to  come  back  to  the  office  for  the  Christmas  party.   He 
advised  that  the  Governor  will  be  arriving  at  the  party  at  2:00  P.M.  and  since  he  has 
been  so  cooperative  with  Labor,  the  President  asked  that  everyone  show  their  respect  by 
being  at  the  party. 
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MMS  to  refer  communications  to  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  reported  on  the  current  bills: 

-  Linesman  bill  -  will  be  signed  by  the  Governor  tomorrow. 

-  Elevator  bill  -  the  State  will  assume  all  responsibility  for  inspecting 
elevators,  which  will  result  in  100  more  jobs  for  elevator  constructors  union.  He 
expects  this  bill  to  be  signed  very  shortly. 

-  Minimum  Wage  bill  -  commitment  from  the  Senate  three  weeks  ago.   Director 
Foley  explained  this  bill  and  said  it  is  on  the  Governor's  desk  to  be  signed  soon. 

-  Plumbers  Union  bill  -  Efforts  are  being  made  to  get  this  bill  out  today  or 
tomorrow. 

Director  Foley  advised  that,  in  his  opinion,  1985  has  been  a  very  successful  year  and 
he  thanked  everyone  for  their  help. 

Director  Foley  outlined  some  of  the  priorities  for  1986  —  Personnel  Records, 
Re-training,  and  the  V.D.T.  bill  which  should  clear  the  Senate  early  in  the  session. 

Minimum  Wage  bill  discussed  briefly. 

Pres .  Osborn  addressed  the  Council  saying  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  has  been  successful  in 
the  past  year  in  building  up  a  good  image  and  now  we  should  build  on  this  image.   He 
asked  all  the  Vice  Presidents  to  check  their  own  locals  to  be  sure  that  they  are 
participating  in  the  Legislative  Agents  Program. 

Director  Foley  said  there  will  be  fundraiser  for  Chairman  Lemanski  and  urged 
participation. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Faherty  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  and  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  for  the  Christmas  gift  of  a 
sport  jacket. 

Pres.  Osborn  extended,  on  behalf  of  all  the  Executive  Officers,  seasons  greetings  and 
warmest  wishes  of  solidarity  —  he  thanked  all  for  their  support. 

V.P.  Fonseca  addressed  the  Council  saying  that  he  would  be  retiring  tomorrow.   He 
thanked  the  Council  for  the  honor  of  serving  with  them.  He  advised  he  will  now  serve 
as  retiree  coordinator  for  his  local  and  will  continue  to  participate  in  the  labor 
movement .

As  previously  announced,  the  Rate  Setting  Commission  will  promulgate 
emergency  regulation  amendments  to  implement  the  C.  372  amendments  as  soon 
as  they  are  signed  into  law.  The  Hospital  Bureau  will  then  develop  more 
extensive  permanent  implementing  amendments  in  consultation  with  interested 
parties.  The  permanent  amendments  will  be  promulgated  within  90  days  of 
adoption  of  the  emergency  amendments.  Topics  to  be  addressed  include: 
1)  non-Medicare  GPSR  determination  and  compliance;  (2)  data  sources  and 
timing  of  updates  to  the  pool  calculations;  (3)  Medicaid  settlements;  and 
(4)  credit  and  collection  policies,  especially  audit  a^d  documentation  re- 
quirements. 

Since  the  legislation  is  now  near  completion  and  unlikely  to  change, 
the  first  consultative  session  has  been  scheduled  for  Friday,  December  6, 
1985  at  2:00  p.m.  to  discuss  non-Medicare  GPSR  determination  and  compliance. 
A  schedule  for  additional  sessions  will  also  be  discussed.  It  will  be  in 
Conference  Room  1A  of  the  Plaza  level  of  the  McCormack  Building,  One  Ash- 
burton  Place,  Boston.  You  are  encouraged  to  actively  participate  in  these 
sessions  as  we  all  benefit  from  the  expertise  and  perspective  gained  from 
your  presence.

AFL-CIO  President  Lane  Kirkland  today  made  the  following  statement  on  tax 
reform  legislation: 

The  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  has  taken  a  long  step  toward  restoring 
fairness  to  the  Federal  Tax  Code.  The  bill  is  a  major  improvement  over  the  Reagan 
Administration's  tax  proposal  which  would  have  taken  away  middle-income  Americans' 
benefits  and  tax  deductions  while  giving  sizable  tax  cuts  to  the  very  wealthy. 

In  general,  the  committee  has  successfully  edged  a  share  of  the  tax  burden  back 
towards  big  business  and  rich  individuals  who  have  been  the  chief  beneficiaries  of  past 
unwise  and  unfair  Reagan  tax  bills. 

We  commend  especially  the  unanimous  vote  by  all  23  Democrats  and  3  of  the  13 
Republican  Committee  members  who  repudiated  the  Reagan  Administration's  attempt  to 
levy  new  taxes  on  the  life-support  benefits  that  140  million  Americans  receive.  In  this 
achievement,  Congressman  Charles  Rangel  and  Chairman  Dan  Rostenkowski  deserve 
special  thanks. 

The  labor  movement  campaigned  long  and  hard  to  convince  a  majority  of  House 
members  that  the  Reagan  Administration's  proposal  to  tax  life-support  benefits  was  poor 
tax  policy  and  a  back-door  attempt  to  raise  taxes  for  overburdened,  middle-class 
Americans. 

The  committee  was  correct  to  continue  the  present  treatment  of  state  and  local 
taxes  instead  of  following  the  Administration's  proposal  to  punish  those  areas  that  have 
done  the  most  to  finance  public  programs  and  facilities. 

By  eliminating  6  million  lower-paid  individuals  from  the  tax  rolls  and  by  making 
standard  deductions  more  attractive,  the  committee's  bill  would  simplify  tax  filing  and 
improve  equity  in  the  code. 

The  AFL-CIO  also  commends  the  bill's  minimum  tax  as  an  important  step 
designed  to  insure  that  wealthy  individuals  and  profitable  corporations  do  not  escape 
taxation  through  various  tax  dodges. 

While  the  bill  comes  closer  to  realizing  tax  balance,  unfortunately  it  is  revenue 
neutral  and  thus  neither  reduces  the  deficit  nor  provides  the  funds  required  for  the  proper 
function  of  government.  One  such  method  would  have  been  to  provide  a  45  percent  fourth 
tax  bracket  to  cover  those  who  are  paid  more  than  $100,000  per  year. 

Overall,  low-  and  middle-income  Americans,  we  believe,  will  benefit  from  the 
bill.  We  therefore  urge  the  House  of  Representatives  to  pass  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  tax  bill.

MEMORANDUM

Thanks  to  your  help,  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
has  reported  out  a  tax  reform  bill  that  represents  a  big  step 
towards  tax  fairness  for  working  families. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  took  the  sow's  ear  handed 
to  them  last  May  by  the  President  and  turned  it  into  a  silk 
purse. 

From  the  beginning,  it  was  apparent  that  the  President's 
tax  plan  was  nothing  more  than  a  stalking  horse  for  other  goals 
more  dear  to  his  heart.   Tax  reform  was  never  the  guiding  princi- 
ple of  his  plan. 

Instead,  the  Reagan  plan  was  an  attempt  to  administer 
another  dose  of  trickle-down  economics,  to  reduce  the  size  of 
government  at  all  levels,  and  to  take  another  swipe  at  the 
collective  bargaining  process. 

By  repealing  the  state  and  local  tax  deduction,  he  hoped 
to  spur  a  destructive  round  of  tax  competition  among  the  states, 
leading  to  reduced  services  and  tax  revolts.   By  taxing  fringe 
benefits,  he  hoped  to  grant  nearly  one-third  of  his  proposed 
personal  tax  cuts  to  the  richest  two-thirds  of  one  percent  of 
American  families. 

The  Public  Employee  Department  and  the  AFL-CIO  moved 
quickly  to  confront  this  challenge  with  a  two-pronged  strategy: 

1.  To  define  a  positive  goal  for  tax  reform  efforts  — 
the  restoration  of  the  corporate  tax;  and 

2.  To  define  the  areas  of  "no  compromise"  on  the  fringe 
benefit  and  state  and  local  tax  deduction  issues.

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The  key  trade-off  was  evident:   either  corporate  loopholes 
would  be  closed  or  the  principal  targets  would  become,  as  the 
President  hoped,  America's  workers  and  states  and  local  govern- 
ments. 

The  first  element  of  this  strategy  was  embodied  in  the 
CORECT  campaign,  a  national  petition  drive  calling  for  an  end 
to  corporate  tax  avoidance.   With  your  help,  nearly  one  million 
signatures  were  collected  on  CORECT  petitions.   These  signatures 
were  presented  to  Dan  Ros tenkowski ,  Chairman  of  the  House  Ways 
and  Means  Committee,  at  the  PED  Convention  on  September  24  -- 
just  one  day  before  the  Committee  began  drafting  its  own  bill. 

The  second  component  of  this  effort  was  led  by  the  AFL-CIO 
and  the  Coalition  Against  Double  Taxation,  whose  media,  lobbying, 
and  research  efforts  turned  the  tide  on  the  state  and  local  tax 
deduction  and  fringe  benefits  issues.   It  became  pretty  clear  to 
Congressman  Ros tenkowski  early  on  that  he  could  not  move  a  bill 
through  Committee  unless  the  state  and  local  tax  deduction  emerged 
unscathed.   And  the  AFL-CIO' s  Legislative  Department  spearheaded 
a  national  postcard  campaign  on  the  fringe  benefits  issue,  which 
led  to  a  House  Resolution  opposing  their  taxation  with  more  than 
270  sponsors! 

The  results  of  these  efforts  are  clear.   The  House  Ways  and 
Means  bill 

•  preserves  state  and  local  tax  deduction; 

•  exempts  fringe  benefits  from  taxation; 

•  restores  the  corporate  income  tax  to  pre-Reagan 
levels  ; 

•  targets  tax  relief  to  middle-income  families; 
and 

•  removes  6.5  million  families  living  in  poverty 
from  the  tax  rolls. 

The  one  thing  the  Ways  and  Means  bill  does  not  do  is  raise 
revenues.   Clearly,  today,  our  federal  revenue  base  is  insuffi- 
cient to  adequately  fund  the  public  services  the  American  people 
desire.   A  long-term  tax  reform  strategy  must  address  this  short- 
fall. 

But  with  this  in  mind,  the  Ways  and  Means  bill  is  a  clear 
step  in  the  right  direction.   It  is  a  vast  improvement  over  the 
Reagan  plan  and  deserves  our  enthusiastic  support. 

This  is  a  victory  in  which  you  played  a  big  part.   But,  the 
Ways  and  Means  bill  is  a  long  way  from  becoming  law.   More  remains 
to  be  done.   We  will  be  calling  on  you  for  your  continued  support.

Lieutenant  James  J.  McAllister,  A&HACO,  President  and  Chairman,  Executive  Committee, 
USO/NE,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  12:35  P.M.     Lieutenant  McAllister  welcomed  and 
thanked  everyone  for  attending  today's  meeting.     He  introduced    Richard  V.   Lowney, 
President  of  Computer  Management  Dynamics,   Inc.,  Nashua,  NH,  and  new  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  who  was  attending  his  first  meeting. 

Secretary's  Report  -  Major  General  Joseph  M.  Ambrose,  AUS  (Ret),  Secretary,  USO/NE 
asked  for  a  motion  to  adopt  the  minutes  of  the  September  19,  1985  Executive  Committee 
meeting.

Director's  Report   -  Mr.  Richard  J.  Goldfarb,  Executive  Director,  USO/NE,  gave  the 
following  report:     Kay  Roberts-Swauger  is  to  be  commended  for  her  efforts  to  get 
"on  the  air"  with  Larry  Click.     Mr.  Goldfarb  informed  the  committee  that  if  anyone 
is  stranded  at  the  airport  they  can  get  the  key  from  the  State  Police  and  they  will 
be  able  to  stay  at  the  USO  Airport  Center.

Jim  Waters  had  a  client  who  was  making  their  will  out  and  we  sent    along  our  Bequests 
and  Wills  information  to  him.     Captain  Edward  Bryant  presented  a  check  to  the  USO, 
in  memory  of  his  uncle,   in  lieu  of  flowers.     On  the  subject  of  fundraising,  every  year 
we  have  our  meeting  with  the  United  Way  of  MassBay  to  discuss  our  budget  allocation 
for  the  upcoming  year.     The  meeting  will  take  place  0830,  October  23,  1985,  at  Post 
Office  Square,  with  Captain  Gallagher,  Captain  Simmons,  Joe  Feaster  and  Richard

The  Coast  Guard  knows  of 
our  imminent  move.  Mr.  Goldfarb  stressed  the  need  for  a  VCR  for  program  and 
copier  ink  and  paper  for  our  copier.     The  report  was  accepted. 

Treasurer's  $eport  -  In  the  absence  of  Captain  Thomas  J.  Hudner  Jr.,  USN   (Ret), 
Treasurer,  USO/NE,  General  Ambrose  briefly  summarized  the  report,  copies  to  all 
present,     Mr.  Goldfarb  called  the  committee's  attention  to  the  receipt  of  reimbursement 
from  the  National  Park  Service  who  is  sharing  the  occupancy  of  the  building  expenses.

Information  Desk  near  Delta  Airlines  is  staffed  by  special  forces  from  Fort  Devens. 
If  there  is  anyone  in  your  command  that  would  serve  at  the  desk  their  time  would 
be  appreciated.     The  person  to  be  contacted  to  offer  such  services  would  be  Colonel 
Edward  Newell,  USA,  Commanding  Officer,  Fort  Devens,  MA.     It  would  be  in  the 
USO's  interest  to  have  someone  cover  this  desk  at  all  times  to  direct  travelers  to 
the  USO  Airport  Center  for  overnight  services.     In  closing,  LT  McAllister  informed 
the  committee  that  he  and  Richard  Goldfarb  will  be  going  to  Philadelphia  for  the  USO 
East  Coast  Directors'  Conference  in  a  few  days  with  special  attention  on  fundraising.

1,500  Austin,  Minnesota  families  have  been  largely  without  income 
since  August  17,  when  UFCW  Local  P-9  went  out  on  strike  against 
Geo.  A.  Hormel  &  Co.   Strike  benefits  are  $40  per  week.   That's  all 
that  most  have:   they  have  no  health  insurance  and  no  unemployment 
benefits .
